The shooting was purely accidental,

The distance was 
only a few feet, giving the

time to spread, or it might have

Vera Cruz, Mex., Aug. 30. — John 
Lind, personal emissary of President 
Wilson, will not return to Mexico City 
immediately to resume 
negotiations

It is announced that he will remain 
in Vera Cruz tor several dj^s. 
Only 
unexpected happenings or a special 
request from the Huerta government 
will cause him to return to Mexico 
City. So tar Foreign Minister Gamboa 
has not asked Lind to return to the 
capital. 
It is further announced that Lind 
will make Vera Cruz his headquarters, 
because he suffered from illness while 
in Mexico City. 
Dr. William Bayard Hale, who has 
been acting under Instructions from 
the state department at Washington 
in assisting John Lind in the negotia­ 
tions with the Huerta 
government, 
embarked on the Ward line steamship 
Morro Castle, intending to return im­ 
mediately to Washington to las tho 
situation before President Wilson. 
Dr. Hale, seen just atter his final 
consultation with Lind at the Ameri­ 
can consulate in Vera Cruz, said that 
he was hopeful that 
Lind's 
efforts 
would be crowned with success. 
He 
said that the most discussed point of 
President Wilson's proposals to Huer­ 
ta was the one to el im! nae the provis­ 
ional president from being a candidate 
in the presidential contest this fall. 
Huerta contends that although the 
Mexican constitution apparently pro­ 
hibits a provisional 
candidate from 
succeeding himself in office, he can 
resign and be a candidate. He further 
contends that he would be the most 
capable leader, under the present con­ 
ditions. 
Hale carries with him to Washing­ 
ton all of the notes which have been 
exchanged in the* negotiations, includ­ 
ing Lind's personal suggestions, for 
the* consideration of President Wilson.
